Having carefully considered the report made by the detecting officers, I am satisfied that 
there is sufficient evidence, and the matter sufficiently serious, for a report to be made to the 
Procurator Fiscal in respect of a Breach of the South Arran Conservation Order 2045 
offence. 

However, before taking such action, and in accordance with the provisions laid down in 
Sections <25-31 of the Aquaculture and Fisheries (Scotland) Act 2007, as amended, I am 

issuing you with a Fixed Penalty Notice for £2,000 in respect of the alleged offences. 

If you wish to accept this offer of a fixed penalty, you should arrange for payment to be made 
to the Scottish Government at the address below and using one of the payment methods set 
out in the attachment to this notice. 


If you wish to accept the offer of a fixed penalty you need only pay that amount by the 
required deadline which is 28 days from the date of this letter.

(b) Intimate In writing that you do not wish to accept the fixed penalty. 

Should either situation arise then a report will be submitted to the Procurator Fiscal 
with a view to prosecution.

The South Arran Marine Conservation Order 2015 (SSI 437/2015)' 

Interpretation 
2. In this Order— 

“boundary line” means a boundary delineated by a line as described in Schedule 1, 2 or 3; “co-ordinate" 
means a co-ordinate of latitude and longitude according to the World Geodetic System 1984(a); "the 
protected area” means the area described in article 3; and “South Arran MPA" means the area designated 
as a nature conservation marine protected area by, and described in article 3 of, the South Arran Nature 
Conservation Marine Protected Area 

Order 2014(b). 


Prohibited and regulated activities 

4. (2) A person must not deploy (by any means) or use any fishing gear within the protected area. 

(11) In this article— "fishing gear” means any beam trawl, demersal seine net, demersal trawl, dredge, 
any other device used for fishing purposes, and any rope or wire associated with the gear but excluding- 

(a) passive gear; 

(b) a pelagic trawl; 

(c) a rod and line; and 

(d) a handline;
